during the forty-two years succeeding 
the indepetidence from Spain, Mexico 


bad thirty successive forms of govern- 


ment, and over seventy rulers with vari- 
ous titles. 


In 1848 the United States despoiled 


Mexico of one-third of her territory. 


In 1858 Benito Juarez, a pure-blood- 
ed Indian and a military chieftain of 
alata pronounced 


pbilitios 
against President Comonfort, overthrew 
him by force of arms, and proclaimed 
himself President. An election, con- 
ducted under bis auspices, confirmed 


this proceeding, 
And just here, though I anticipate, 
in some particulars, | will remark that 


Juarez, who is by some of his admirers 


styled 
“TIE FATHER OF HIS COUNTRY,” 


(God save the mark!) usurped his pow- 
erin the -first instance, by means of 


bayonets, in defiance of the Constitu- 
tion of Méxiéo. Ile served out the un- 
expired term of the deposed [resident 
and was then re-elected for a full term. 
He served out this term, during the 
latter half of which Maximiliau’s pow- 
er was supreme over almost the whole 
country, and then, under the plea that 
there could be no election held at that 
time, assumed the control for another 
term, although by the Constitution, the 
Chief Justice, Ortega, was the President 
ad interim. Ue served this term out, 
and was then, having the army on his 


side, whose chiefs were devoted to his 


interest, re-elected for another full 


term in spite of the-efforts of a po wer- 


ful opposition. For two years longer 


he held the office and was then cut off 


by death. 
It has often been said that 
COMPARISONS ARE ODIOUS 
and the average American citizen will 
agree with me that this is so when we 
come to place Juarez in juxtaposition 
to our own Washington. 

The father of our country, amid the 
plaudits of his compatriots, was, with- 
out his oon solicitation, unanimously 
called tothe Presidency for two suc- 
cessive terms, and then, to their regret, 
declined a second re-election; Juarez, 
moved by his own ambition, usurped, 
by force of arms,the functions of an 
office belonging to another, then “ac- 
cepted” a second term, usurped a third, 


+-and-forcedawe-eléction for a fourth, 


during whose continuance he died liter- 


pally “in the barfiess” Washington at 
all times strove to impress upon his 
eon ce of the 


fact that the military should be suber- 
dinate to the civil power, as therein

sition to his rule, maintained a large 
standing army in time of peace, under 
the plea of protection against lawless- 
ness, and thus strove by the pomp and 
glitter of martial display to recder the 
people acenstomed to the supremacy, 
in many parts of the country, of the 
military over the constituted civil au- 
thorities.

the glitter of the French bayonets, and 
that without the awe inspired by them, 
not a tithe of the people of Mexico 
would have ever given their consent to 
Maximilian’s accession. At the same 
time, however, the fact stands out to the 
world that the majority of the votes 
were so cast, and that they were cast by 
the citizens of Mexico. 

Of all men, Juarez should have been 
the last to denounce the principle in- 
volvedin this proceeding, as his first 
election, to ratify his coup d etat, was 
obtained in precisely the same manner, 
the only difference being that in the one 
case the French troops awed the voters, 
and in the other his own purchased 
hireling did. 

Maximilian then came and assumed 
the control of affairs, and began a reign 
which would have been most beneficent 
in its results but for the 
INTERVENTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

He founded free schools all over the 
empire, established colleges, improved 
the public roads and canals, introduced 
manufactures, which, till his arrival, 
had been unknown in Mexico, put down 
the guerrillas who infested the high- 
ways of travel, established universal 
religious toleration, and adorved and 
beautified the city of Mexico, in par- 
ticular, to a degree never before known. 
An improved system of drainage was 
here put into effect, the Alameda park, 
which, from neglect, had become almost 
a wilderness, and a rendezvous for mid- 
night robbers and assassins, was im- 
proved in a wonderful manner; and the 
wide open space, called the Plaza de 
Armas, was filled up with the beautiful 
Zocalo park, at the private expense of 
the Empress Carlotta. 

Maximilian, also, at an early period, 
turned his attention to the 

CONSTRUCTION OF RAILWAYS 
throughout the country. Through his 
instrumentality the one from Vera Cruz 
to the city of Mexico was undertaken 
by an English company, to whom he 
granted the assistance of the govern- 
ment. This was more than half com- 
pleted at the time his empire was over- 
thrown, 

When the French troops were with- 
drawn, however, the entire moral weight 
of the United States’ government was 
thrown in favor of Juerez, who until 
then had never possessed even the ghost 
of a chance of recovering the rule over 
the country. 

This told with terrible effect upon 
Maximilian’s cause, and to be brief, was 
the real reason of his overthrow a.d 
the tragic scenes which followed. 
Maximilian was betrayed and cap- 
tured at Queretaro. 

TRIED BY A HOSTILE COURT

say he was ausurper, but the will of the 
people, expressed in his favor at the 
ballot box, disposes of that question; 
and, finally, they may attempt to exten- 
uate, for they never can justify, to the 
civilized world, the revengeful, unne- 
cessary, and monstrous act of Juarez in 


putting him to death. 
Had the Mexicans batished Maximil- 


ian from the country, after his capture, 
since he had, in the first instance, been 
deceived in the supposition that they 
desired him as their ruler, to put it in 
its. least favorable light to him, they 


would have gained a fame for magna- 


nimity of which any people might justly 


have been proud. ; 
But such a sentiment was unknown 


in the breast of Juarez, who, true to 


the baser instincts of his Indian nature, 


showed himself narrow-minded, re- 


vengeful, blood-thirsty, and altogether 
too contemptible to be respected by any 
people on earth professing to be civil- 
ized, save the Mexicans themselves. 

Mexico gained no laurels by this

that Mrs. Lincoln, the widow of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, had been adjudged in- 
sane, came near being extremely inten- 


the unfortunate lady made poison 
herself. Although she had been eccen- 
tric in her manner and the victim of 
extraordi vagaries, a burning love 
for her son, Mr. Robert Lincoln, was at 
all times cognizable. It is true, she 
did not follow his counsel at all times, 
and he was disposed to be chagrined. 
But no one could fail to recognize in 
the dispatch from Florida when she 
imagined her son was il], an overwhelm- 
ing acd all-confiding affection. “Rouse 
yourself, my dear son, and live for 
your mother; you are all I have.” It 
is needless to say the son’s love was 
commensuraté with the mother’s. But 
a time came when the strange conduct 
of the parent necessitated the proceed- 
ing of Wednesday, For many years 
he had borne the opprobrium resulting 
from his mother’s eccentric doings, and 
he was willing to bear them longer, but 
at length her life was in jeopardy; her 
symptoms of insanity me more 
stroogly developed, and. for her safety 
and with the faint hope that her reasou 
may yet be restored to her, Mr. Lincoln 
caused his mother’s formal arrest.
